They are being guarded here 
by United States soldiers in the stock­ 
ade.

United States troops at Marfa, Texas, 
today sent reinforcements to the gar­ 
rison here after being notified of the 
threats made by the Villista bandits 
that they would raid the town. Presi­ 
dio Is guarded by only a small troop 
of cavalry and would be at the mercy 
of the bandits. —.

WOMEN WEAVE STRAW HATS 


All People of Island Depend Upon 
Earnings of Few Cents a Day 
Each for Their Living. 


Next to the transshipment aeHvtttf'.l 
of Mount Pleasant, the weaving ot 
straw hats is the chief source of in­ 
come of the people, says Conuperce Re­ 
ports. The hats woven are of a cheap 
quality, the standard selling in IRQ 
for from fl.ao to $1.43 per dozen. The 
draw for these hats Is at present im­ 
ported from Venezuela and Colombia,* 
but the Dutch government is nttempt- 
ng to raise it in Dutch Guiana. 
The bats nro woven by the women 
*nd children in their homes, and by 
moderate Industry a woman can com­ 
plete a hat in one day. All over tin* 
island from early morning until after 
sunset the weaving goes on. The Sy­ 
rian purchasers, who collect the hats 
from house to house, pay about ten 
.w eleven cents each. 
Although the 
draw for n lint costs the weaver from 
five to seven cents and the amount 
realized from a day’s work is very 
<niall. many of the people depend en­ 
tirely upon their meager earnings from 
this industry. 
In the government school hut weav­ 
ing is taught and some of the natives 
attain a high «Vgree of skill, pnylueing 
hats said to equal the best made in 
Colombia. 
The Letter grades do Rot 
enter Into the export statistics of tho 
colony, as they are bought by tourists; 
the quality of the standard hat does 
not Improve.

Of» the great plains of Argentina, 
wh#*re huge estates still survive, where 
the cattle range free as they used to 
do over the West, and a single rnnn 
niay still own land the size of a Kn- 
>v>pean kingdom, there come at long 
Intervals great Invasions of toctwts, 
far worse even than the destructive 
swTirrns of grasshoppers that have 
ruined the crops In middle Western 
rtates of this country on occuslon. A 
locust invasion In the Argentine Is a 
Mnlque and terrible thing to watch, 
and a traveler who has this experience 
Is not likely to forget It. 
He comes 
out of it with a lively sympathy for 
the 
ancient 
Egyptians 
who 
were 
schooled by Moses. 
'Phey come first as a'sm all cloud on 
the far hoflzbo, and the wise old na­ 
tives shake their heads and mutter un­ 
easily. 
Next dhy a few vagrant mil­ 
lions flutter overhead with glittering 
wings. 
The cloud comes closer; It 
veils the whole hortcon In a purple 
mist. In countless billions of billions 
they come tlfen, fluttering and cling­ 
ing everywhere, hiding the trees and 
walls with the multitude of their cling­ 
ing bodies. They do not destroy any­ 
thing yet; they have simply come to 
lay their eggs, and this they do, and 
then move on. 
But the csops are ns good as ruined, 
nnd everyone ki#nws It. Soon the eggs 
hatch out. A multitude of tiny, green- 
hacked “hoppciw.” as the natives call 
them, crawl firth from the burrows 
where the females placed the eggs. 
The whole countryside is covered with 
locusts.

They will cling to the walls 
of a house and cover it as with a rust­ 
ling curtain, so that not an inch of 
wood or stone can he seen. They cov­ 
er paths and rpadways until you walk 
on them wherever you go.

Wonder that some people, usually wom­ 
en. are unable to endure many days of 
this, and have to leave the estancia 
for the time being.
